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PREFACE 


This  report  provides  an  overview  of  permits  and  regulations  impacting  the 
aquaculture  industry.  More  specifically,  this  study  compiles  the  permits  and  regulations 
concerned  with  the  aquaculture  industry  by  the  individual  state/territory. 

There  are  some  overlaps  in  the  compiling  of  the  permits  and  regulations,  due  to 
the  requirements  imposed  on  the  Federal  and  Regional  levels.  In  addition,  there  are 
varying  requirements  for  each  state/territory.  In  some  instances,  district,  township,  and 
city  or  village  requirements  are  listed. 

Most  permits  or  regulations  were  listed  with  a  summarization  of  pertinent 
information  and  an  address  or  phone  number  to  further  help  the  user's  investigation. 
Although  every  attempt  was  made  to  provide  a  comprehensive  list  it  is  recommended  that 
the  user  verify  the  information  with  each  respective  state  coordinator/contact  before 
proceeding  with  the  development  of  an  aquaculture  facility. 

It  is  intended  for  this  document  to  be  continuously  updated  to  attempt  to  keep 
pace  with  the  ever  changing  Aquaculture  Industry. 
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NOTE:  THESE  PERMITS  REPRESENT  THOSE  REQUIRED  AT  THE  TIME  THIS 
DOCUMENT  WAS  PREPARED.  PLEASE  CHECK  WITH  THE  LISTED  AGENCIES 
FOR  MORE  INFORMATION.  CONTACT  COUNTY  OR  LOCAL  OFFICES  FOR 
NECESSARY  PERMITS. 


INTRODUCTION 


The  Aquaculture  Act  of  1980  called  for  a  compilation  of  regulations  and  permits 
impacting  the  aquaculture  industry.  During  the  years  that  followed,  several  projects  at 
state  and  regional  levels  have  been  undertaken  to  accomplish  this  task.  Although  each  of 
these  were  valuable  in  their  own  right,  none  provided  a  comprehensive  picture  of  all  state 
and  territorial  aquaculture  regulations  and  permits.  In  1993,  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture,  Cooperative  States  Research  Service,  through  the  auspices  of 
the  Joint  Subcommittee  on  Aquaculture,  contracted  with  the  Maryland  Department  of 
Agriculture  to  undertake  this  task,  utilizing  a  new  network  of  state  aquaculture  contacts 
that  had  been  organized  that  year,  the  National  Association  of  State  Aquaculture 
Coordinators(NASAC).  A  research  instrument  previously  developed  and  tested  in 
Maryland  and  Washington  was  used  for  this  purpose.  The  format  provides  critical 
information  about  specific  permits  which  can  be  used  to  determine  if  they  apply  to 
various  locations,  technologies  and  species  associated  with  aquaculture  in  a  state.  In 
place  of  full  text  of  regulations,  statutory  and  regulatory  references  are  provided. 

Early  in  the  project  it  became  evident  that  any  documentation  resulting  from  such 
a  project  would  be  dynamic  and  must  be  available  in  a  form  that  can  be  updated. 
Consequently,  hard  copy  information  is  presented  in  a  loose  leaf  format  so  data  can  be 
replaced  in  a  cost  effective  manner.  The  information  is  also  available  in  electronic  form. 

Before  discussing  pertinent  information  about  permits,  it  is  necessary  to,  first, 
determine  the  breadth  of  the  topic  to  be  covered.  Although  definitions  of  aquaculture 
are  usually  all  inclusive,  without  regard  to  whether  a  facility  is  located  in  the  mountains, 
plains  or  coastal  areas,  it  becomes  apparent  that  most  states  have  confined  their 
regulatory  authority  to  upland  or  coastal  zones  rather  than  addressing  open  ocean  state 
waters.  Nevertheless,  the  United  Nations  Food  and  Agricultural  Organization  has 
developed  a  definition  of  the  art  and  science  of  aquaculture: 

"...  the  farming  of  aquatic  organisms  including  fish,  mollusks, 
crustaceans  and  aquatic  plants.  Farming  implies  some  form  of 
intervention  in  the  rearing  process  to  enhance  production,  such  as 
regular  stocking,  feeding,  protection  from  predators,  etc.  Farming 
also  implies  individual  or  corporate  ownership  of  the  stock  being 
cultured." 

Most  states  and  federal  agencies  use  a  general  definition  recognizing  the  culture  of 
animals  and  plants  in  a  water  environment  as  being  aquaculture.  A  drastically  shortened 
and  simplified  definition  is:  "Aquaculture  is  the  business  of  farming  aquatic  plants  and 
animals".  The  variety  of  species  raised,  from  alligators  to  zebra  fish,  and  the  different 
culture  systems,  earthen  ponds  to  fiberglass  tanks  in  climate  controlled  structures, 
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coupled  with  development  and  investment  from  nontraditional  agricultural  businesses  has 
caused  considerable  conflict  with  environmental  and  natural  resource  regulatory  agencies 
and  private  groups.  The  newness  and  relative  small  size  of  U.S.  aquaculture  leads  to 
conflict  across  lines  of  authority  for  many  environmental  and  resource  management 
agencies.  These  regulators  are  dealing  with  complex  issues  of  human  health,  clean  water, 
clean  air,  and  ecosystem  disruption.  In  most  cases,  they  have  responded  by  tweaking 
existing  industrial  permits  to  fit  aquacultural  operations. 

Further  exacerbating  the  situation,  aquaculture  frequently  finds  itself  dealing  with 
socioeconomic  issues,  history,  and  in  some  cases,  a  strong  commercial  fishery  lobby.  In 
many  coastal  states,  aquaculture  has  been  perceived  as  a  threat,  to  be  controlled  through 
regulations,  so  it  will  remain  a  cottage  industry  much  the  same  as  the  individual 
commercial  fisherman. 

Predictably,  aquafarmers  have  protested  the  involvement  of  environmental  and 
resource  regulators  and  the  additional  costs  and  time  delays  associated  with  acquisition  of 
permits. 


EXECUTIVE  SUMMARY 
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An  examination  of  permits  and  regulations  impacting  the  aquaculture  industry 
reveals  certain  broad  categories  of  permits  common  to  all  states.  With  few,  if  any, 
exceptions  all  permits  involve  four  issues: 

Water  Use 
Effluent  Discharge 
Production 
Marketing 

A  central  theme  that  transcends  all  of  these  issues  is  the  protection  of  natural 
resources  and  wild  stocks  of  aquatic  animals. 


WATER  USE 


In  reality,  there  are  very  few  permits  which  are  exclusive  to  aquaculture.  Most 
apply  to  other  agricultural  and  industrial  practices,  as  well.  The  following  categories  of 
water  use  permits  generally  reflect  the  application  of  existing  regulations  to  aquaculture: 

Ground/Surface  Water  Appropriation 

Tidal  Wetlands 

Non-tidal  Wetlands 

Submerged  Land  Leases 

Water  Column  Leases 

Well  Construction 

Pond  Construction 

Waterway  Construction 

Water  Quality  Certification 


It  may  appear  that  submerged  land  and  water  column  leases  fit  more 
appropriately  as  production  permits,  however,  their  main  purpose  is  to  afford  access  to 
publicly  controlled  waters.  Water  quality  certification  is  not  a  separate  permit  but  is 
applied  as  part  of  the  review  process  for  certain  state  and  federal  permits.  With  the 
advent  of  recirculating  systems,  the  demand  for  large  quantities  of  water  such  as  that 
used  in  trout  raceways  or  catfish  ponds  has  diminished.  Consequently,  some  states  which 
have  established  threshold  levels  of  water  use  for  traditional  agricultural  practices,  such 
as  irrigation  or  livestock  watering,  do  not  require  separate  permits  for  aquaculture. 
Maryland,  for  example,  exempts  businesses  that  use  less  than  10,000  gallons  of  water  a 
day. 


EFFLUENT  DISCHARGE 

The  U.S.  Environmental  Protection  Agency(EPA),  through  its  National  Pollutant 
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Discharge  Elimination  System  (NPDES)  has  set  the  stage  for  action  by  state 
environmental  agencies  to  regulate  effluent  discharge  from  aquaculture  facilities. 
Aquaculture  operations  culturing  warm  water  species  (catfish,  crawfish,  hybrid  striped 
bass,  shiners,  ornamental  fish,  etc.)  that  discharge  more  than  30  days  annually  or 
produce  more  than  100,000  pounds  (45,454  kg)  round  weight  product  annually  must 
apply.  Farms  culturing  more  than  20,000  pounds  (9,000  kg)  of  cold  water  species 
(salmonids)  annually  and  providing  at  least  5,000  pounds  (2,272  kg)  of  feed  and 
discharging  more  than  30  days  per  year  must  apply.  The  U.S.  EPA  has  delegated 
authority  for  issuing  discharge  permits  to  states  adhering  or  adding  further  restrictions  to 
these  guidelines.  According  to  information  supplied  for  this  study,  all  responding  states 
but  the  following  nine  issue  their  own  permits: 

Arkansas  Maine  New  Mexico 

Idaho  Massachusetts  Oklahoma 

Illinois  New  Hampshire  South  Dakota 

In  addition  to  traditional  discharge  permits,  some  states  require  specialized  ones. 
Arizona  and  Hawaii  offer  underground  injection  as  a  viable  means  of  disposing  of  waste 
water  and  Hawaii  may  issue  a  zone  of  mixing  permit  in  conjunction  with  an  NPDES 
permit  in  coastal  areas.  As  is  true  for  pond  construction  permits,  water  quality 
certification  is  also  part  of  the  procedure  necessary  for  obtaining  a  discharge  permit. 
Maine  is  a  good  example  of  how  a  state  can  consolidate  the  procedure  for  obtaining 
several  state  and  federal  permits  into  one  application  process,  thus,  simplifying 
permitting  for  producers. 

Responses  to  this  study  indicated  a  trend  in  discharge  parameters  of  concern  to 
states/territories.  The  following  are  listed  in  order  of  most  frequently  to  least  frequently 
appearing  in  regulations: 

Solids 

Dissolved  Oxygen 

pH 

Ammonia/Nitrogen 

Phosphorus 

Biological  Oxygen  Demand  (BOD) 

Toxics 

Enforcement  of  permit  parameters  varies  widely  among  states.  Generally,  excess 
levels  of  most  factors  simply  triggers  corrective  measures,  but  the  least  mentioned 
parameter,  toxics,  nearly  always  results  in  severe  penalties  or  fines.  The  severity  and 
immediacy  of  the  damage  (fish  kills)  that  may  result  from  toxic  substances  designed  to 
benefit  aquaculture  operations,  but  accidentally  discharged  into  the  environment, 
frequently  causes  environmental  agencies  to  react  forcibly.  Other  factors  which  will 
impact  how  environmental  agencies  administer  discharge  permits  include  the  method  of 
disposal,  discharge  to  surface/ground  water  or  discharge  via  land/crop  application. 
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Additionally,  some  states  consider  aquaculture  effluent  as  industrial  waste,  while  others 
treat  it  the  same  as  other  agriculture  manures. 

Fee  structures  for  aquaculture  waste  water  discharge  vary  greatly  among  states. 
Most  states  have  a  flat  application  fee  of  between  $50  and  $1000,  with  an  annual  fee 
based  on  flow  rates.  Many  charge  $1  per  1000  gallons  per  day.  For  flow  through 
systems  (raceways)  this  can  become  a  substantial  cost  factor  in  an  operation.  Frequently, 
there  are  threshold  levels  of  water  flow  under  which  no  fee  is  charged.  Maryland  is  one 
case  in  point.  A  fee  is  not  levied  for  facilities  discharging  less  that  1  million  gallons  a 
day.  In  reality,  these  fees  are  not  the  major  concern  in  discharge  permits.  Compliance 
costs  usually  far  exceed  permit  costs  because  the  burden  of  monitoring  is  placed  on  the 
producer,  not  the  agency.  Environmental  agencies  frequently  require  growers  to  obtain 
the  professional  services  of  private  certified  chemistry  labs  to  assure  accuracy  of 
submitted  data,  thus  adding  another  layer  of  operating  costs. 

PRODUCTION 

Permits  which  fall  under  the  category  of  production  tend  to  relate  more  to  the 
species  being  propagated  and  frequently  are  the  purview  of  fish  and  game  rather  than 
environmental  agencies.  They  include: 

Aquaculture  Permits 
Importation  (shipping) 

Species  Permits 

Propagation/Possession  Permits 
Collection  Permits 
Stocking  Permits 

Production  permits  and  regulations  include  the  aquaculture  permit  that  is  needed 
in  most  states  simply  to  be  in  business.  For  the  most  part  these  permits  are  predicated  on 
the  facility  being  constructed  in  a  manner  that  will  preclude  cultured  fish  from  escaping 
into  the  wild.  Most  production  permits  are  issued  by  fish  and  game  or  natural  resource 
agencies  specifically  to  protect  wild  stocks  and,  therefore,  involve  non-indigenous  species 
and  aquatic  animal  health  provisions  throughout.  The  regulatory  strategies  adopted  by 
resource  managers  to  permit  ownership  and  sale  of  existing  economically  important 
species  may  involve  onerous  and  costly  tagging,  and  size  or  paperwork  standards.  The 
problem  lies  in  the  arena  of  enforcement.  The  farming  of  traditionally  wild  species 
complicates  differentiation  and  identification  of  poached,  out-of-season  or  undersized 
species.  In  several  cases  this  problem  has  been  resolved  through  clear  documentation  of 
ownership  and  sale  from  the  farm  to  the  buyer.  The  typical  invoicing  and  delivery 
paperwork  is  sufficient  to  prove  the  legality  of  a  farm  raised  species.  In  other  cases, 
overpowering  antipathy  by  special  interest  groups  to  the  commercial  sale  of  certain 
aquatic  species  will  probably  always  be  a  barrier  to  farmers.  A  good  example  is  large 
mouth  black  bass. 
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Non-indigenous  species  are  generally  defined  as  those  species  found  beyond  their 
natural  range.  Many  aquacultural  species  fall  into  this  category.  There  is  growing 
national  concern  regarding  the  costs  of  controlling  harmful  non-indigenous  species  that 
have  been  intentionally  or  unintentionally  introduced.  The  potential  negative  effects  of 
these  introductions  include:  spread  of  parasites  and  pathogens,  disruption  of  natural 
ecosystems,  and  damage  to  existing  agricultural  and  industrial  operations. 

MARKETING 

The  final  category  of  permits  deals  with  activities  associated  with  marketing  or 
processing.  In  most  states,  the  aquaculture  permit  is  all  that  is  needed  for  marketing, 
but  some  may  require  an  additional  permit  or  license,  especially  when  dealing  with 
shellfish.  Marketing  permits  may  include: 

Wholesale  Fish  Dealers 
Retail  Sales  License 
Processing/Food  Establishments 
Fee  Fishing  (Pay  Lake)  License 
Shellfish  Depuration 

Although  shellfish  depuration  may  be  considered  a  production  practice  it  is  being 
included  here  as  an  activity  which  supports  marketing  of  the  final  product.  Because 
some  states/territories  have  special  concerns  for  specific  species  requirements, 
enforcement  of  marketing  permits  may  vary  from  one  species  to  another.  This  is  evident 
in  Maryland's  requirement  for  containers  and  receipts  associated  with  sales  of  striped 
bass  (rockfish)  to  include  a  14  digit  alpha-numeric  code  that  can  be  used  to  easily  trace 
shipments  of  product  back  to  the  point  of  origin. 

CONCLUSION 

Most  states  have  between  four  and  ten  permits  or  licenses  required  to  be  involved 
in  aquaculture.  Florida,  New  York  and  Texas  each  have  over  twenty.  Eight  of  Florida's 
thirty  six  (36)  permits  deal  with  alligators  and  alligator  products  alone.  It's  fairly  easy  to 
point  to  instances  which  depict  overregulation.  But,  as  advocates  for  aquaculture,  it  is 
up  to  the  industry  to  provide  accurate  information  which  will  help  create  a  comfort  level 
for  regulators.  Regulators  are  building  a  database  of  information  and  an  appreciation 
and  understanding  of  aquaculture.  As  this  report  on  state/territory  permits  and 
regulations  impacting  the  aquaculture  industry  attests,  numerous  aquaculture  specific 
permits  have  evolved  to  "fit"  water  farming  and  are  being  modified  in  positive  ways  to 
recognize  the  benign  character  of  most  aquacultural  activities. 

In  many  cases,  state  and  federal  agencies  have  been  unfairly  criticized  for  creating 
a  labyrinth  of  permits  and  regulations.  They  are  interpreting  the  will  of  legislators  and 
special  interest  groups  that  charge  them  with  broad  mandates  to  protect  the  environment. 
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A  carefully  applied  combination  of  thorough  preparation,  common  sense,  logical  thinking 
and  professional  behavior  will  result  in  timely  decisions  regarding  permit  applications. 


Keep  in  mind  the  importance  of  regulatory  agencies  as  sources  of  benefit  for  your 
community  and  the  future  of  aquaculture  in  the  United  States.  Much  of  the  knowledge 
to  maintain,  spawn,  grow-out  and  harvest  aquacultural  species  has  come  from  federal 
and  state  facilities  that  have  been  active  since  the  1930's.  Natural  resource  managers  are 
as  interested,  as  the  industry  is,  in  insuring  aquaculture's  future  in  the  United  States  but 
they  have  an  additional  charge  of  insuring  this  happens  in  a  responsible  manner. 

RECOMMENDATION 


Become  involved  in  the  process. 


Every  state  in  which  aquaculture  flourishes  has  active  trade  organizations, 
industry  advisory  bodies  to  government  and  supportive  legislators.  To  help  yourself  and 
the  industry,  seek  these  resources  out,  make  use  of  their  knowledge,  provide  creative 
answers  to  difficult  questions  and  support  responsible  best  management  practices  and 
quality  assurance  programs. 


Aquaculture  is  the  wave  of  the  future  and  will  provide  nutritious  seafood,  valuable 
consumer  products,  important  medical  advances  and  improved  quality  of  life  for 
mankind  on  into  the  next  century  and  beyond.

The  EPA,  in  cooperation  with  state  and  local  governments  and  other  Federal  agencies,  is 
responsible  for  restoring  and  maintaining  the  chemical,  physical,  and  biological  integrity  of  the 
nation's  waters.  These  agencies  are  responsible  for  protecting  the  nation's  wetlands  resources 
which  are  an  integral  part  of  those  waters.  The  major  Federal  regulatory  tool  for  protecting 
wetlands  is  Section  404  of  the  Clean  Water  Act,  which  establishes  a  permitting  program  to 
regulate  the  discharge  of  dredged  or  fill  material  into  the  waters  of  the  United  States,  including 
most  wetlands.  However,  many  activities  that  adversely  affect  wetlands  are  not  adequately 
regulated  under  Section  404.  Therefore,  EPA's  Office  of  Wetland  Protection  is  supplementing  its 
regulatory  activities  under  Section  404  with  important  efforts  in  other  areas,  such  as  working  with 
Federal,  state  and  local  governments  to  encourage  the  implementation  of  other  wetland  protection 
methods,  enhancing  public  awareness  of  wetlands  values,  and  conducting  wetland  research  in  key 
scientific  areas  where  current  knowledge  is  lacking.  In  addition,  EPA  is  exploring  and  working 
with  other  laws,  regulations,  and  other  non-regulatory  approaches  to  enhance  their 
implementation  to  protect  wetlands,  as  well  as  investigating  innovative  ways  to  make  the 
traditional  Section  404  program  more  efficient,  predictable,  consistently  applied  across  the 
country,  and  environmentally  effective. 

EPA's  regulatory  authority  under  Section  404  of  the  CWA  is  the  cornerstone  of  the 
Agency's  efforts  in  wetlands  protection.  The  Section  404  program  is  jointly  administered  by 
EPA  and  the  COE.  The  EPA  has  two  major  functions  under  Section  404.  The  first  is  to  develop 
guidelines,  in  cooperation  with  the  COE,  that  serve  as  the  environmental  standards  that  the  COE 
must  apply  when  evaluating  a  permit  application  for  a  discharge  of  dredged  or  fill  material  into 
the  waters  of  the  United  States,  including  wetlands.  These  guidelines  were  first  issued  in 
September  1975  and  revised  in  December  1980.  All  future  programmatic  guidance, 
interpretations,  and  regulations  will  be  developed  by  EPA  with  input  from  the  COE. 


Secondly,  EPA  is  authorized  to  prohibit  (veto)  or  restrict  a  COE  permit  for  a  discharge  of 
dredged  or  fill  material  in  a  wetland  if  it  determines  that  the  proposed  discharge  will  have  an 
unacceptable  adverse  effect  on  municipal  water  supplies,  shellfish  beds  and  fishing  areas, 
wildlife,  or  recreational  areas.  The  EPA  and  the  permitting  authority  are  also  authorized  to 
identify  areas  generally  suitable  and/or  unsuitable  for  discharge  in  advance  of  any  permit 
application.  Other  EPA  responsibilities  under  Section  404  include  determining  what  areas  are 
wetlands  subject  to  protection  under  the  CWA,  defining  activities  that  may  be  exempt  from 
permitting  ([404(0]  exemptions),  and  approving  and  overseeing  assumption  by  the  states  of 
responsibility  for  the  Section  404  program.

Because  raw  shellfish— clams,  mussels,  and  oysters— may  transmit  intestinal  diseases  such 
as  typhoid  fever,  or  be  carriers  of  natural  or  chemical  toxins,  it  is  most  important  that  they  be 
obtained  from  unpolluted  waters  and  produced,  handled,  and  distributed  in  a  sanitary  manner. 

Shellfish  must  comply  with  the  general  requirements  of  the  Federal  Food,  Drug,  and 
Cosmetic  Act  and  also  with  requirements  of  State  health  agencies,  cooperating  in  the  National 
Shellfish  Sanitation  Program  (NSSP)  administered  by  FDA  and  in  the  Interstate  Shellfish 
Sanitation  Conference  (ISSC). 

Shellfish  harvesting  is  prohibited  in  areas  contaminated  by  sewage  or  industrial  wastes. 

To  enforce  this  prohibition,  these  areas  are  patrolled  and  warning  signs  are  posted  by  State  health 
or  fishery  control  agencies.  State  inspectors  also  check  shellfish  harvesting  boats  and  shucking 
plants  before  issuing  approval  "certificates"  which  are  equivalent  to  a  State  license  to  operate. 
Plants  having  approved  certificates  are  required  to  place  their  certification  number  on  each 
container  or  package  of  shellfish  shipped. 

The  number  indicates  the  shipper  is  under  State  inspection,  and  that  he  meets  the 
requirements  of  the  NSSP.  It  also  serves  the  important  purpose  of  identifying  and  tracing 
shipments  found  to  be  contaminated.  Shippers  are  also  required  to  keep  records  showing  the 
origin  and  disposition  of  all  shellfish  handled  and  to  make  these  records  available  to  the  control 
authorities. 

Certain  shellfish,  particularly  mussels  and  clams,  may  contain  a  naturally  occurring 
marine  toxin  derived  from  plankton  organisms  upon  which  the  shellfish  feed.  Such  toxic  shellfish 
may  cause  illness  or  even  death.  State  shellfish  control  agencies  also  maintain  surveillance  of 
shellfish  growing  areas  for  marine  biotoxins.  The  areas  where  these  biotoxins  periodically  occur 
are  from  Maine  to  Massachusetts,  Florida,  and  the  west  coast  including  Alaska. 

Standards  of  identity  have  been  set  for  raw  oysters,  Pacific  oysters,  and  canned  oysters. 
The  standards  define  the  sizes  of  oysters  and  prescribe  the  methods  of  washing  and  draining  to 
prevent  adulteration  with  excess  water.  A  fill-of-container  standard  for  canned  oysters  fixes  the 
drained  weight  at  not  less  than  59  percent  of  the  water  capacity  of  the  container  (21  CFR 
161.130-161.145).

Animal  feeds,  pet  foods,  color  and  food  additives,  drugs  and  devices,  intended  for  animals 
are  generally  subject  to  the  same  requirements  of  the  Federal  Food,  Drug,  and  Cosmetic  Act  (the 
Act)  as  similar  products  for  human  use.  The  act  defines  food  and  drugs  as  articles  intended  "for 
man  or  other  animals."  There  are,  however,  some  important  differences  provided  for  by  the  law 
and  regulations. 

Animal  feeds  generally  include  commercial  feeds  and  feeds  manufactured  on  the  farm. 

Commercial  feeds  are  commonly  sold  in  bags  or  in  bulk  through  feed  stores  and  mills;  pet 
food  is  commonly  sold  through  the  same  distribution  channels  as  human  food.  In  addition  to 
meeting  the  requirements  of  the  Act.  Both  commercial  feed  and  pet  food  must  meet  the 
requirements  of  individual  State  laws.  The  State  laws  required  that  animal  feed  labels  bear,  in 
addition  to  the  information  required  by  the  Federal  law,  a  label  statement  of  "Guaranteed 
analysis"  for  minimum  protein  and  fat  content,  maximum  fiber  content,  and,  in  some  instances, 
maximum  moisture  content.  Additional  information  concerning  State  registration  and  labeling 
requirements  may  be  obtained  from  the  individual  States  where  the  products  will  be  distributed  or 
from  the  Official  Publication  of  the  Association  of  American  Feed  Control  Officials,  Inc.,  Capitol 
Complex/Guthrie  Center,  Charleston,  W.  Va.  25305 

Substances  that,  by  their  intended  use,  may  become  components  of  animal  feed  either 
directly  or  indirectly,  or  that  may  otherwise  affect  the  characteristics  of  the  animal  feed  or  pet 
food  are  "food  additives".2  Food  additives  are  illegal  unless  they  are  the  subject  of  a  prior 
approval  (sanction)  or  regulation  for  their  safe  use.  Food  additive  regulations  are  based  on  data 
submitted  in  the  form  of  a  food  additive  petition.6

Interstate  Shellfish  Sanitation  Conference  (Excerpted  from  the  National  Shellfish  Sanitation 
Program:  Manual  of  Operations).  These  laws  and  regulations  are  relevant  to  each  state  in  the 
Northeast  Region. 

Oysters,  clams  and  mussels  are  unique  foods  which  have  been  enjoyed  by  consumers  for 
many  years,  the  popularity  of  shellfish  as  a  food  can  be  traced  through  several  centuries  of 
American  history.  To  early  settlers,  the  food  resources  of  the  sea  were  one  of  the  most  valuable 
and  readily  usable  of  the  natural  resources,  particularly  from  the  estuaries.  It  is  not  surprising  that 
shellfish  were  foremost  among  their  staple  food  items. 
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The  value  of  these  renewable  natural  resources  to  the  early  settlers  was  reflected  in 
colonial  legislation  designed  to  encourage  their  wise  use.  Over  300  years  ago  in  1658,  the  Dutch 
Council  of  New  Amsterdam  passed  an  ordinance  regulating  the  taking  of  oysters  from  the  East 
River.  Other  early  legislation,  including  that  of  New  York  (1715),  New  Jersey  (1730),  and  Rhode 
Island  (1734),  was  designed  to  regulate  harvesting,  presumably  as  conservation  measures  to 
guarantee  a  continuing  supply. 

Public  health  controls  of  shellfish  became  a  national  concern  in  the  U.S.  in  the  late  19th 
and  early  20th  century  when  public  health  authorities  noted  a  large  number  if  illnesses  associated 
with  consuming  raw  oysters,  clams,  and  mussels.  These  shellfish-associated  outbreaks  were  also 
medically  recorded  in  other  parts  of  the  world,  most  notably  in  European  countries.  During  the 
winter  of  1924,  there  occurred  a  widespread  typhoid  fever  outbreak,  with  cases  in  New  York, 
Chicago,  and  Washington,  D.C.,  which  was  finally  traced  to  sewage  polluted  oysters.  Local  and 
State  public  health  officials,  and  the  shellfish  industry  became  sufficiently  alarmed  over  this 
outbreak  to  request  that  the  Surgeon  General  of  the  United  States  Public  Health  Service  develop 
necessary  control  measures  to  ensure  a  safe  shellfish  supply  to  the  consuming  public. 

In  accordance  with  this  request,  the  Surgeon  General  called  a  conference  of 
representatives  from  State  and  municipal  health  authorities,  State  conservation  commissions,  the 
Bureau  of  Chemistry  (later  to  become  the  Food  and  Drug  Administration),  the  Bureau  of 
Commercial  Fisheries  (now  National  Marine  Fisheries  Service)  and  the  shellfish  industry.  This 
historic  conference  was  held  in  Washington,  D.C.  on  February  19,  1925. 

The  National  Shellfish  Sanitation  Program  (NSSP)  developed  from  public  health  principles 
and  program  controls  formulated  at  the  original  conference  on  shellfish  sanitation.  Control 
procedures  established  by  the  Public  Health  Service  were  dependent  on  the  cooperative  and 
voluntary  efforts  of  State  regulatory  agencies,  augmented  by  the  assistance  and  advice  of  the 
Public  Health  Service  (now  the  Food  and  Drug  Administration),  with  the  voluntary  participation 
of  the  shellfish  industry. 

To  carry  out  this  cooperative  control  program,  each  partner  accepted  responsibility  for 
certain  procedures: 

Each  shellfish  shipping  State  adopted  adequate  laws  and  regulations  for  sanitary  control  of 
the  shellfish  industry,  made  sanitary  surveys  of  growing  areas,  delineated  and  patrolled  restricted 
areas,  inspected  shellfish  plants,  and  conducted  such  additional  inspections,  laboratory 
investigations,  and  control  measures  as  were  necessary  to  insure  that  the  shellfish  reaching  the 
consumer  had  been  grown,  harvested  and  processed  in  a  sanitary  manner.  The  State  annually 
issued  numbered  certificates  to  shellfish  dealers  who  complied  with  the  agreed-upon  sanitary 
standards,  and  forwarded  copies  of  the  interstate  certificates  to  the  Food  and  Drug 
Administration. 

The  Food  and  Drug  Administration  made  an  annual  review  of  each  State  shellfish  control 
program  including  the  inspection  of  a  representative  number  of  shellfish  processing  plants.  On  the 
basis  of  the  information  thus  obtained,  the  FDA  determined  the  degree  of  conformity  the  State 
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control  program  had  with  the  NSSP.  For  the  information  of  health  authorities  and  others 
concerned,  the  FDA  published  a  monthly  list  of  valid  interstate  shellfish  shipper  certificates. 

The  shellfish  industry  cooperated  by  obtaining  shellfish  from  safe  sources,  by  providing 
plants  which  met  the  agreed  upon  sanitary  standards,  by  maintaining  sanitary  operating 
conditions,  by  placing  the  proper  certificate  number  on  each  package  of  shellfish,  and  by  keeping 
and  making  available  to  the  control  authorities  records  which  showed  the  origin  and  disposition  of 
all  shellfish. 

Although  the  basic  public  health  principles  of  the  NSSP  have  remained  unchanged, 
program  procedures  have  been  updated  and  improved  upon  periodically.  When  many  shellfish 
producing  States  were  concerned  that  some  State  shellfish  control  agencies  were  not  adopting 
revisions  and  enforcing  NSSP  guidelines  in  a  uniform  and  timely  manner,  a  delegation  of  State 
officials  from  22  States  met  in  Annapolis,  Maryland  in  1982  and  formed  the  Interstate  Shellfish 
Sanitation  Conference  (ISSC).  The  ISSC  is  composed  of  State  shellfish  regulatory  officials, 
industry  officials,  FDA,  and  other  federal  agencies.  The  ISSC  plays  an  important  role  in  assuring 
that  uniform  shellfish  control  measures  are  adopted,  and  that  those  measures  are  enforced 
consistently  by  state  regulatory  authorities.

Purpose:  The  ISSC  permits  State  regulatory  officials  to  establish  uniform  guidelines  and  to 
exchange  reliable  information  of  sources  of  safe  shellfish.  ISSC  plays  an  important  role  in 
assuring  that  uniform  shellfish  control  measures  are  adopted,  and  that  those  measures  are 
enforced  consistently  by  state  regulatory  authorities. 

Policy:  The  ISSC  follows  the  National  Shellfish  Sanitation  Program  (NSSP)  which  is 
composed  of  two  parts:  1)  Sanitation  of  Shellfish  Growing  Areas  (a  guide  for  preparing  state 
shellfish  laws  and  regulations  pertaining  to  sanitary  control  of  shellfish  growing  area 
classification,  laboratory  procedures,  relaying,  patrol  operations  and  marine  biotoxins)  and  2) 
Sanitation  of  the  Harvesting,  Processing  and  Distribution  of  Shellfish  (a  guide  for  operating, 
inspecting,  and  certifying  shellfish  shippers,  processors  and  depuration  facilities,  and  for 
controlling  interstate  shipments  of  shellfish.) 
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Activities  Covered:  State  laws  and  regulation  should  provide  an  adequate  legal  basis  for  the 
sanitary  control  of  all  interstate  phases  of  the  shellfish  industry  including:  classification  of 
actual/potential  shellfish  waters  for  harvesting  on  the  basis  of  sanitary  quality  and  public 
health  safety  (as  approved,  conditionally  approved,  restricted,  conditionally  restricted,  or 
prohibited);  effectively  regulate  the  harvesting  of  shellfish;  effectively  prosecute  persons 
apprehended  harvesting  shellfish  from  closed  areas;  make  laboratory  examinations  of  shellfish 
and  shellfish  waters;  restrict  the  harvesting  of  shellfish  from  particular  areas  in  public  health 
emergencies;  and  maintain  data  and  files  that  will  provide  evidence  and  demonstrate  the 
effective  administrative  management  of  the  shellfish  sanitary  control  program.

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C.  Research 


The  National  Aquaculture  Act  established  the  National  Aquaculture  Information  Center,  a 
body  located  within  the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture.  Upon  request  by  a  member  of  the 
general  public,  the  Center  will  provide  information  contained  in  the  National  Aquaculture 
Development  Plan.  The  Plan  includes  a  great  deal  of  relevant  information,  including: 

1)  the  identity  of  aquatic  species  that  have  been  determined  to  have  significant  potential 
for  culturing  on  a  commercial  basis; 

2)  recommended  actions  to  be  taken  by  the  public  with  regard  to  research  and 
development,  technical  assistance,  demonstration,  extension  education  and  training 
activities  that  are  necessary  to  achieve  those  specifically  identified  commercial 
potentials; 

3)  information  on  recommended  aquaculture  facility  design  and  operation  methods,  water 
quality  management  methods,  Waste  product  management  methods,  nutrition  and  feed 
methods,  information  on  species  life  history,  genetics,  physiology,  pathology  and 
disease  control,  information  on  processing  and  market  development,  recommended 
production  management  and  quality  control  methods,  and  suggestions  on  the 
development  of  adequate  supplies  of  seed  stock; 

4)  information  on  research  programs  that  discuss  the  effect  of  aquaculture  on  estuarine 
areas; 

5)  information  on  programs  that  analyze  and  address  the  legal  and  regulatory  constraints 
that  may  affect  the  aquaculture  industry;  and 

6)  information  on  other  programs  with  regard  to  research  and  development,  technical 
assistance,  demonstration,  extension  education,  and  training  programs.

Purpose:  Prohibits  the  interstate  shipment  of  illegally  taken  fish  and  wildlife.  The 
definition  includes  all  fish  whether  they  were  bred,  hatched,  or  born  in  the  wild  or  in 
captivity.  Consequently,  the  possession  of  aquaculture  products  that  are  protected  by 
federal  or  state  law  must  have  a  permit  issued  by  the  state  and  be  identified  (required  to  be 
labeled)  to  comply  with  these  acts.  No  permits  available  from  federal  agencies-only  from 
state. 

Penalty:  Varies  for  different  sections. 
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ENDNOTES 


1.  No  later  than  2  years  after  discharging  begins  from  your 
proposed  facility,  you  must  complete  and  submit  items  V  and  VI  of 
NPDES  application  Form  2C  (EPA  Form  3510-2C).  However,  you  need 
not  complete  those  portions  of  Item  V  requiring  tests  which  you 
have  already  performed  under  the  discharge  monitoring 
requirements  of  your  NPDES  permit.  In  addition,  the  permitting 
authority  may  waive  requirements  of  Items  V-A  and  VI  if  the 
permittee  makes  the  demonstrations  required  under  40  CFR  § 
122.22(g) (7) (i) (B)  and  §  122 . 21 ( g) ( B ) . 

2.  EPA  form  2D-  This  form  must  completed  in  conjunction  with  EPA 
Form  3510-1  (Form  1).  This  form  must  be  completed  by  all 
applicants  who  checked  "yes"  to  Item  IID  in  Form  1.  However, 
facilities  which  discharge  only  non-processed  wastewater  that  is 
not  regulated  by  an  effluent  limitations  guideline  or  new  source 
performance  standard  may  sue  EPA  Form  3510-2E  (Form  2E).  To 
further  determine  if  you  are  a  new  source  or  a  new  discharger, 
see  §  122.2  and  §  122.29. 

3.  This  application  must  be  completed  with  EPA  Form  3510-1 (Form 
1).  Form  2E  is  to  be  completed  only  by  operators  of  facilities 
which  discharge  only  non-processed  wastewater  (process  wastewater 
is  water  that  comes  into  direct  contact  with  or  results  from  the 
production  or  use  of  any  raw  material,  intermediate  product, 
finished  product,  by-product,  waste  product,  or  wastewater)  which 
is  not  regulated  by  effluent  limitations  guidelines  or  new  source 
performance  standards.  This  form  is  intended  primarily  for  use 
by  dischargers  (new  or  existing)  of  sanitary  wastes  and  non- 
contact  cooling  water.

5.  All  effluent  guidelines  promulgated  by  EPA  appear  in  the 
Federal  Register  and  are  published  annually  in  the  Code  of 
Federal  Regulations.  A  guideline  applies  to  you  if  you  have  any 
operations  contributing  process  wastewater  in  any  subcategory 
covered  by  a  BPT,  BCT,  or  BAT  guideline.  If  you  are  unsure 
whether  you  are  covered  by  a  promulgated  effluent  guideline, 
check  with  your  EPA  Regional  Office. 

6.  Food  additive  petitions  pertaining  to  animal  feed  ingredients 
should  be  submitted  to  the  Center  for  Veterinary  Medicine, 
Division  of  Animal  Feeds  (HFV-220),  Food  and  Drug  Administration, 
Rockville,  Md.

7.  Food  additives  that  have  been  found  to  induce  cancer,  or  whose 
metabolites  have  been  found  to  induce  cancer,  may  be  used  in  feed 
for  food-producing  animals  if  no  harm  comes  to  the  animal  and 
there  is  no  residue  of  the  substance  or  its  metabolites  in  edible 
tissues  reaching  the  consumer. 
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8.  "Food  Additives"  are  substances  which  may  by  their  intended 
uses  become  components  of  food,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  or 
which  may  other  wise  affect  the  characteristics  of  the  food.  The 
term  specifically  includes  any  substance  intended  for  use  in 
producing,  manufacturing,  packing,  processing,  preparing, 
treating,  packaging,  transporting,  or  holding  the  food,  and  any 
source  of  radiation  intended  for  any  such  use. 

But  the  law  excludes  from  the  definition  of  a  "food  additive" 

1)  Substances  generally  recognized  as  safe  by  qualified 
experts; 

2)  Substances  used  in  accordance  with  a  previous  approval 

("prior  sanction")  under  the  Federal  Food,  Drug,  and 
Cosmetic  Act.  .  . 

3)  Pesticide  chemicals  in  or  on  raw  agricultural  products; 

4)  A  color  additive 

5)  A  new  animal  drug  but  these  (3, 4, and  5)  are  subject  to 
similar  safety  requirements  or  other  sections  of  the 
law. 

NOTE:  A  substance  cleared  under  the  Food  Additive  Regulations  is 
still  subject  to  all  the  general  requirements  of  the  Food,  Drug, 
and  Cosmetic  Act. 

9.  Funds  can  be  used  to: 

•  Develop  wells  and  otherwise  improve  water  supply  systems  for 
irrigation,  home  use,  and  livestock. 

•  Purchase  pumps,  sprinkler  systems,  and  other  irrigation 
equipment . 

•  Purchase  water  stock  or  membership  in  an  incorporated  water 
user's  association.

•  Develop  ponds  and  water  control  structures  for  the 
production  of  fish  under  controlled  conditions. 

•  Level  land. 

In  addition,  loan  funds  may  be  used  to  pay  expenses  incidental 
to  obtaining  plans  and  making  the  loan,  such  as  legal, 
engineering  and  other  technical  services.  The  maximum  repayment 
term  is  40  years.  The  interest  rate  is  set  periodically  based  on 
the  cost  of  borrowing  to  the  Government.  The  loan  may  not  exceed 
the  amount  needed  for  improvements  and  costs  connected  with  the 
loan  or  the  market  value  of  the  security  less  other  debts  against 
it.  The  maximum  outstanding  principal  balance  for  insured  soil 
and  water  loans  is  $200,000  and  $300,000  for  guaranteed  loans. 

10.  Farm  ownership  loans  may  be  used  to  buy,  improve,  or  enlarge 
farms.  Funds  can  be  used  to  construct,  improve,  or  repair  farm 
homes  and  farm  service  buildings,  to  drill  wells  and  otherwise 
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improve  onfarm  water  supplies,  to  install  pollution  control 
measures,  to  develop  energy  conservation  measures,  and  to 
refinance  debts. 

In  addition,  these  loans  may  be  used  to  develop  and  improve 
farm  land,  clear  and  level  land,  establish  and  improve  farm 
forests,  provide  drainage  systems,  carry  out  basic  land  treatment 
practices,  and  to  make  other  improvements. 

Loan  funds  also  may  be  used  to  provide  facilities  to  produce 
fish  under  controlled  conditions  and  to  finance  nonfarm 
enterprises  which  will  help  farmers  supplement  their  farm 
incomes.  To  assist  in  these  enterprises,  loans  can  be  used  to 
develop  land,  construct  buildings  and  other  facilities,  purchase 
equipment,  and  make  other  real  estate  improvements. 

Nonfarm  enterprises  that  may  be  financed  on  family  farms 
include  camping  and  swimming  facilities,  riding  stables,  lakes 
and  ponds  with  docks  for  boating  and  fishing,  nature  trails, 
picnic  grounds,  repair  shops,  roadside  markets,  souvenir  shops, 
craft  and  wood  or  metalworking  facilities,  and  small  grocery 
stores  or  service  station  facilities. 

The  maximum  outstanding  principal  balance  for  insured  loans  is 
$200,000  and  for  guaranteed  loans  $300,000.  In  addition,  the 
loan  may  not  exceed  the  market  value  of  the  farm  or  other 
security. 

11.  Farm  operating  loan  funds  may  be  used  to  pay  for  items  needed 
for  a  successful  operation.  Some  of  these  items  include 
livestock,  poultry,  farm  and  home  equipment,  feed,  seed,  fuel, 
fertilizer,  chemicals,  hail  and  other  crop  insurance,  food, 
clothing,  medical  care,  and  hired  labor.  Certain  debts  may  be 
refinanced  with  an  FmHA  loan. 

Minor  improvements  to  buildings  and  real  estate  may  be  made, 
and  water  systems  can  be  developed  for  home,  livestock,  and 
irrigation  use.  Funds  can  be  used  to  finance  the  purchase 
equipment  for  producing  and  harvesting  grees  and  other  products, 
for  producing  fish  under  controlled  conditions,  for  roadside 
produce  markets,  and  for  nonfarm  business  enterprises. 

Funds  also  can  be  used  to  control  and  abate  pollution  and  to 
alter  equipment,  facilities,  or  methods  of  operation  to  comply 
with  the  Occupational  Safety  and  Health  Act  (OSHA)  of  1970. 

The  county  supervisor  and  the  applicant  determine  the  amount 
of  farm  operating  credit  that  is  needed  for  the  operation.  The 
limit  on  farm  operating  loans  made  directly  by  FmHA  is  $200,000. 
The  agency  can  guarantee  loans  of  up  to  $400,000  for  operating 
purposes . 
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
